REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Schmidt et al (6015539) teaches a fluidized bed process for producing alumina 
from aluminum hydroxide. 

Although Schmidt teaches a fluidized bed, Schmidt does not teach a stationary 
fluidized bed and instead teaches away from a stationary fluidized bed using a 
circulating fluidized bed. 

Further, Although Schmidt teaches defining the operating conditions by means of 
the characteristics of Froude, Schmidt does not teach a specific range of the Froude 
number in each of the gas supply tube, the annular fluidized bed and the mixing 
chamber.
